SERMON ON THE DEATH OF HON. 
JOHN QUINCY ADAMS, 

Ss 6r

This was said of Josiah, the King of lersel. At 
the early age of eight years, he ascended the throne. 
1: was snage of ignorance, the Book of the Law was 
pot read or known. It was an age of gross idola- 
try, Of Diack superstition, and of great wickedness. 
W inle reparing the temple, the servants of Josiah 
found a copy of the “Book of the Law of the 
Lord;” the King read it, and it changed hw whole 
life. He made a covenant with God to walk in 
hus ways and observe the precepts and ordinances 
coatained in hie law, “He sought the favor of 
God, and walked im the waysof David.” He purg- 
ed Jerusalem from idole. He defiled the valley of 
Hinnom, secred “to the horrid rites of Moloch. 
He threw down all the alters of superstition. He 
read the Law of God in the hearing of the peo- 
ple who promised to return to the worship of the 
true God from which nearly ai! the nation bad de- 
parted. He re-instituted the mecred seasons, and 
as no king bad done before him since David, he 
walked obediently in the precepts of God. When 
Pharaoh Necho, attempted to pass thron ch the land, 
Josiah opposed his passege at Megvido. At the foot 
of Carmel, in the defense of « mtion’s rights, with 
his harness on, Jovioh fell mortally woufded. 
He was carried to Jerusalem the Capitel of bie 
Kingdom—the city in «hich he was crowned,—in 
whieh the nation shouted,“ bong live King Jomah.” 
Among the people whom he served even in his 
deoth, and in the arme of his sesocistes, he died 
and was entombed in the sepulchre of his fath- 
ers. All Jodah and Jerussiem mourned for him 
with onexempled sorrow, so great, so universal 
that it was made the type of the deepest anguish. 
Zechariah says (12: 11) that when the Jews shall 
repent of their great sin im crucifying end re- 
jocting Jesus Christ, “ there will be great mourning 
tin Jerusalem, as the mourning of Hadad-rimmon, 
tn the valley of Megiddon ;" the moorning for the 
good King Jomeh. 

This hustory has been brought to my nntice by 
the mite! ligence of the death of Hon. John Quincy 
Adame, There are some points of resemblance 
between one of the best kings of Judah, and the 
venerable ex-President of the United States. Mr. 
Adams began his public career at the early age 
of (2 years. He made the Word of God, his 
study and guide, even in hie youth; and never 
was he ashamed to avow ite influence in form- 
ing be character. During the greater part of 
his long life, he bes been inthe service of his 
country. His public honor has never been sallied. 
Ilis example and 
his mflgence have always been on the side of vir- 
tue and religion, and a!) names cherish his virtues, 
He died io the ser- 
vice of his country. He died as did Josiah, with 
hoe harness on. Beneath the roof where the oath

shout of maltitedes as he was procisimed Presi- 
dent of the Usied States, he died. He fell in 
the very place in which for many years he had 
vindicated the rights of man and plead the cause 
of freedom.

REY. DR. BELCHER’S LeoTURE 
The seventh in the series of the doctrinal lee- 
| tures was delivered by Rev. Dr. Beecher, on Sab- 

beth evening lest, in the Old South Church, to a 
j crowded auditory. 

The text of the sermon was John, 3: 7. “ Mer- 
vel pot that I sad unto thee, ye must be born again.” 
The subject of the discourse was, The nature, rea- 
sonabdleness, and necessity of regeneration. 

‘The preacher defined regeneration to be a res- 
toration of the sou! to « knowledge of God, and 
thie knowledge of God is « rekindling of the 
principle of love; or in the language of inepire- 
| tiot “every one that loveth, is born of God, and 

knoweth God.” 
| The speaker sketched in a vivid style the effects 
upon the soul of the change produced by regen- 


eration, and then inquired, if this wes nota ration- | * 


al change. What can be more reasonable then to 
| love uve infinite beenty and parity displayed to us 
im the charseter of God ? This is the healthy, the 
forma! state of the soul. 

‘The necessity of the regeneration of the soul, 
wes proved, first, by the univeraally recognized 
need of such « change. The whole history of 
| mankind is bat « frightful detail of depravity and 
j wickedness. Murderous wars, and other crimes of 

en inferior nature, have subjected men even in the 
present life, to so much suffering, that they have 
admitted the necessity of a radical change in the 
horuan beart, to render secure the enjoyment of 
| homen happiness. Lf im thie life, euch a change 
is needed, how much more so for eternity when 
| men most rely wpon their spiritual tastes alone for 
| felreity. 

This common senae demand of mankind is con- 
| firmed by the words of Christ who ssid, “ Verily, 

verily, T say nto thee, except a man be born 
| again, he cannot see the kingdom of God.” Again

The art of making a little goa great way 
in the account of health and comfort, is not 
the last of the blessings of « good domestic 
education. It is the misfortune of some men 
who generously store thew houses, to have 
wives who do not know how to use the bless- 
ings furnished to their hands. If whole- 
some bread and savory viands and delicious 
desserts do not grace the table, it ms not 
becanse there s not good flour and meat and 
frait im the store closet and cellar; if the 
appropriate morning and evening beverage 
is not well flavored and refreshing, it is not 
because China, Mocha, and Java have not 
their best offerings witha the house; if the 
pastry is tough, the pie soar and tasteless, 
the cake heary, the preserves acrid, it is not 
because goud butter, yeast, sugar, spices and 
eggs are wanting The truth is, the good 
lady never learned how to put these things 
together. Everything on the table bespeaks 
abundance, nothing bespeaks taste and skili 
The table seems to groan with its unmataral 
burden, and the guest feels like groaning too.

But this is unimportant, 
if no poison is used to effect this transfer, as 
Jersey cider is at least as harmless as any 
wine. I is said by those who should know, 
that Oporto does not produce as mach Port 

wine as is consomed in London. 

Almost all the cheap wines sold in the 
‘country are adulterated of manufactured ; 
lead, plaster of paris, alum, log-wood, lime, 

¢., are used in the manufacture of wine— 
spoiled wines, cider, &c., ate often the ba- 
sis of the mianufactared article. As long 
ago as the time of Shakespeare, lime was 
used to change to the character of wine. 
“ You rogue, there is lime in this sack too, 
yet a coward is worse than a cup of sack with 
june in it—a villainous coward |"

freely after fever, who lost the use of bis 
limbs by palsy, and suffered all the torments

Legislative Agricultural Society. 

Thesabject for discussion at the nith meet- 
ing was, The expediency of establishing in 
this Commonweaith an Agricultural School 

Mr. Buckingtiam of the Senate, remarked 
that be had take seme pains to cBme imto 
the city that evening to attend the agricultur- 
al meeting ; but he had come rather to hear 
than to speak. The question to be discussed 
was, indeed, suggested by him, bot it was 
because, holding tbe piace he dud [ee Chair- 
man of the Agreularal Commutee of the 
Senate} he wes anxious to know the opin- 
ion =oft the farmers of the Commonwealth 
on the subject proposed, as it was one on 
which the Committee on Agriculture were 
directed to report to the Legisiatere. All 
seemed disposed to acknowledge that some- 
thing shou!d be done by the Commonwealth 
towards establishing an Agricultural School 
and Experiments! Farm. He had some 
thoughts on this subject, bat t would not be 
desirable, mor indeed of any great use fix 
him to express them jast now. He would 
only say, that the Commitiee on Agrical- 
ture had i im contemplation to report a 
bill aw Yorizing an act of incorporation for 
the peo. .owes of an Agricultural School and 
a Model Farm, available on certain epecthed 
cond tons. 

At a subsequent stage of the diecussion 
Mr. Backimghen expressed Wis strong con- 
victron of the umpohey of cownecting an Ag- 
Harvard College, of 
any other lnerary seminary. So far as the 
people of the State were concerned, a school 
thas connected, would not 1:9 hes opiaion, be 
worth wwo brass farthings, The members of 
such a school would always be exposed to 
be looked down on by the members of the 
College department.

thom as it was proposed to found 
Mr. Hubbard of Sunderland, remarked 
(that this was a suljecton which the com- 
munity needed more light. There was « 
general feeling that something should be 
done to promote scientific knowledge among 
farmers. But there was a diversity of opin- 
tons as to the best method of accomplishiog 
this desired end. To connect aa Agricultur- 
e! Department with any of our Inerary in- 
stitations, as had sometimes been proposed, 
would net, in his opmion, greatly promote 
the cause of agriculture in the State. It was 
hot mere theory—book knowledge—that was 
needed ; but practical, experimental know!l- 
edge that wee required.
